Such a. man as the~Doctor could not 
escape the notice of the Government, which 
ever alnce the Chicago Congress of 1863 
had been fully alive to the conspiracy and 
the dangers it involved, which thereafter 
had continued to keep a vigilant eye ou tho 
doings of the conspiraters—an eye 80 
vigilant, indeed, that none of the Fenian 
chiefs: could take a step in.any direction 
that was not noted down, and which, as.one 
or other of these chiefs, or such of them as 
were within reach, became too dangerous to 
be left longer at large, caused him to be 
seized and eecured, ‘This last was always 
done 80 adroitly that the Fenlans never 
suspected the arreat to be the rosult of long- 
continued supervision, but in every case 
looked upon it—up to the seizure of tho 
office of the Irish Peoplse—as aovidental, 
One after another, auch mon as ‘¢ Pagan” 
O'Leary wore captured in bungling fashion 
—as fFthie Government officials had stumbl- 
ed against them by chance, and one after 
another they were tried uader false names, 
as if the Government were totally ignorant 
of their. identity and, antecedents, The 
Doctor was placed under Government 
supervision early in 1864, and soon after:

On reaching Dublin 
it was thought necessary that he should 
quit the country for a time, and he was 
despatched to New York on a confidential 
mission, In America he was allowed to see 
everything, and a full report of all reached 
the English authoritles. He returned to 
Dublin’ in* 1805," and was" immediately 
posted to ‘the Scientific Department” of 
the conspiracy. Here he had much to do 
with the mannfactories of. arms and am- 
munition reoontly established by the Lrish- 
Amorican chiefs who took the lead. in 
the brotherhood after the arrest of 
Stephens, Siding with these people against 
his ancient chief, the Doctor did much 
towarda driving: stephens out of lreland, 
after his escape from. Richmond bridewell. 


While thus ingratiatiog himself with 
Messrs Kelly, M'Cafferty, and Company, 
the Doctor contrived to betray the princi- 
pal arm factories ono after another to the 
gentlemen at the Castle. This he: did so 
cleverly that at the time no suspicion 
attached to him. On ‘one occasion this 
cleverness in evading suspicion took a 
deadly shape. The seizure of the principal 
Fenian arm factory in Dublin, with a large 
quantity of plant and material, which 
took place in February, 1866, inflicted a 
blow on tho association that was widely 
and deeply felt. A cry of treachery, ac- 
companied ‘by a demand for the immediate 
detection and punishment of the traitor, 
was taised by the brotherhood,|: The lead- 
era felt that if the demand were not com- 
eee with s schism would jensue. Some- 

ow suspicion was made to fall on a brick- 
layer who had been einployed in building 
furnsces im the place, Soon afterwards 
this man was py hee to a secluded spot on 
the out-skirts of Dublin, where 4 band of 
asansaine had been. placed in ambush, 
the. bricklayer was first stuamed with the 
stroke of a bludgeon, and then received a 
shot through the body which proved mortal 
threo days afterwards. It was. woll known 
‘that the poor fellow, a Fenlsn himself, was 
the victim of Fenlan vengeance; but no 
disclosure of any consequence could 
drawn from him. He said enough, how-

He therefore was fred, and thus 
enabled the prosscution virtually: to try the 
others with him, The rewult' of tho: trial 
was that a differonce arose among the jary 
respecting the Doctor, who was put back 
for re-trial on another occasion. - ‘com: 
panions were consigned to. penal: servitude 
—one for fifteen years; others for ten years, 
and none for leas than seven years. At the 
ensuing assizes the Doctor was tried alone, 
and, pleading guilty this time, was sen- 
tanced to two yoara’ imprisonment, In a 
few months he was reteasal-when, being 
looked upon as a martyr, he received 6 
round sum’ from the Fenian ‘treasury. He 
then betook hitnself to England, settling for 
awhile in one of the great northern towns. 
Hore he led a roaring ‘life while his money 
lasted, which was not- long. He now re- 
sorted to an odd expedient for ralsing the 
wind, but one which was not quite unknown 
to.members of the brotherhood. . Bearing 
some resemblance. toa noted and energetic 
chief then in hiding, he gave himself cut as 
this personage and reapeda_ tolerable 
harvest from ‘Celtic devotion, One enthu- 
alastic individual, having no. money of his 
own to bestow, actually enlisted and handed 
over the bounty he received tothe “captain.” 
This, however, was rather a dangerous 
game. Tho real: captain, hearing of what 
was golng forward, and, ‘being ferocious as 
well as indignant, soon persuaded his 
double to give up that réle, 

Making his way to London, the Dootor 
succeeded in regaining his former influence 
over his countrymen in tho Kast. about 
this time (867-8) the brotherkood, had 
fallen into infinite confuslon, especially in 
the British Islands, and -great efforts ‘wore 
boing made from America to reorganize 
them.’ In these efforts the Dootor took a 
large abare, But they failed, the fraternity 
at home lost heart, the subscriptions foll 
off, and the trade of Fenian leader coased 
to pay. In this emergency the Dootor 
transferred himself tc Amorica, where there 
was money atill to be: made by pandering 
to the Irish mania for rebellion against 
England. Here he tried to win a leading 
place among the brethren by a dashing 
stroke—one that he calculated would oarry 
the American-Erish heart completely by 
atorm, The Amerloan-lrish’ leaders ‘wore 
all at bitter feud with ons another—every- 
body denouncing everybody elee os a 
Tue Doctor singled ont one of the 
most prominent of thesd so-called traitors 
and pistolled him in Yankeofashion at a pub: 
lio meeting, inflicting a serious though not a 
mortal wound. A littleearlior, and the.coup 
would have won full success, Just then, 
however, things wero not as they bad been 
in the United States—when tie Fenians 
were allowed to do pretty’ much as. they 
pleased among themselves ‘without inter- 
ference from the law officers of the Union, 
The whole thing was now’ tegarded as a 
nulsance by the majority of American 
citizans, The Doctor, therefore, was ar- 
rested, tried for his misdeeds, convicted, 
and sentenced tos long term of imprison- 
ment. -He served a part of his timo, and 
tHen was pardoned and ‘quilted the country. 

On his return to’ England he found him- 
self completely out of ‘his’ reckoning con- 
cerning the conspiracy. During his sbsenco 
it had been. reorganized under new chicfs, 
who refused to recognize ‘him: As to.the 
rank and file, improvements in discipling 
had, as the Doctor noon discovered, render- 
ed it impossible for an adventurer like him- 
self'to deceiye and victimize them in the 
old fashion.
